LOCAL GARDEN SHOWS PROFIT 

Laat spring 'Leslie Palmer, now a 
Sophomore In the Agricultural De- 
partment of tlie Antioch High School, 
started a garden project to determine 
Just what returns one may expect 
from a general farfii garden. His 
work was recently completed and af- 
ter deducting the cost of man and 
horse labor, cost of seed ^nd spray- 
ing material, depredation Hsf^-todls 
and machinery, and rent of land from 
his returns he found that his one aero 
garden brought him a profit of J62.10. 
As he paid himself 522.50 for labor, 
his total Income was $84.60. This is 
good work for a high school lad. Ho 
states' that tho project has awakened 
a new Interest In him, and he expects 
to continue having a well kept farm 
garden. 

Many farmers have forsaken the 
garden In recent years, paying ntten 



not afford to let farm manures go to 
waste. Tho leachings from barnyard 
manure are more valuable than tfie 
BOlId parts. Save both solid and the 
liquid portions of the manure.

Yet there fa only 
one alternative; If we are not to lose 

. the economic and social benefits of 

; motor transportation, we must supply 
roads upon whicli. the power vehicles 

■may run. 

I It Is "Impossible to separate the 
water from the wave, the gold from 
the bracelet, or the track from the lo- 
comotive. 'it is equally impossible to 
separate the road from the truck, or 
the passenger car from the highway. 
They are halves of a whole; trans- 
portation Is never, vehicles alone, or 
highway alono; it la both together. 

Our roads were planned, and built 
for a means of transportation which 
Ib gone. The earliest highways wore 
'for horse riders, tlie stagecoach came 
next, after which we had- the buggy 
and the wagon.

Many of the -larger fishing smacks 
cross the gulf td tho bay of Cam- 
peeche, on the Mexican coast bring- 
ing back varying loads, but always 
trying -to bring as many tons of fish 
as they carry away tons of ice. They 
do not alwaya succeed, many times 
oven making what Is called i "brok- 
er," not getting fish enough to pay for 
the stores taken In when starting. Tho 
crew always live well when out They 
"share and abare alike," except that 
the cook and Ilrst hand divide an 
extra share betwegn them, and the 
captain get twenty percent of the ves- 
sels forty. It la real work. Perhaps 
you may think that fishing la only 
fun. And It la when done for fun. 
"But men must work and women must 

weep 
Though storms be sudden and waters 
deep. 

And the harbor bar be moaning." 
We have seen more than one smack 
come In with the flag at half mast 
and as you all know that means that 
some one of the crew has "creased 
the bar." 

The fish taken by these deep water 
boats are the red anapper and grouper. 
The anapper Is the fish depended on 
"to pay the rent" It ships well, keeps 
its beautiful red color and is always 
In demand. These flsh are caught 
with hook and line, only there are 
more than one hook on the line, gen- 
erally two, and taken In water from 
five fathoms up to fifty. I have been 
out for a day with a party looking 
for sport, and have seen the fish 
through eighty feet of clear blue 
water fighting the hook all the way 
up. That was real sport But when 
men are out for from 15 to 30 days 
It Is only real work. 

The "rod and reel" men who have 
been coming here for many years get 
real sport day after day. I know one 
man who has not missed a year in 
25. He says, "This suit me, five 
montlis here and seven In Illinois." 
I saw a neighbor of hla take IG apeck- 
eled trout from his hook on the Ice 
plant dock In one afternoon lately. 
Don't have to chop any holes in the 
ice either. How those old Lake coun- 
ty fishermen wluld enjoy being here 
for a winter, eapeclally when you can 
come and stay all winter for less than 
you can keep warm at home. The 
ducks, geeae, roblna, meadowlarka 
and even the hluejays know enough 
to come. "What fools these mortals 
be."— H. D. H.
